By one routing of the highway 
through San Pablo canyon that’ has 
been suggested the traffic would all 
be switched off along the eastern 
side of the city and-into Oakland 
without the autoist from up eounty 
or .from Steckton or Napasnr other 
points seeing any of our city, of 
which we are so proud. 

We want that traffic to come 
right through Richmond, not along- 
side it and down into Oakland, 
without this city getting a chance 
to show its charms. Oakland will 
get all that igs coming to her, just 
the same. We also want the high- 
way routed with a view to making 
the shortest direct route to the one 
or more’ ferries’ between here and 
San Francisco that are sure to be | 
established this year: 

By routing the San Pablo high- 
way down the north side of the 
creek it will make a connection with 
Twenty-Third street, bringing traf- 
fic down that thoroughfare and also 
down Tenth, -with which there are 
connecting paved thoroughfares. 

Merchants are vitally interested 
in having this highway routed 
directly into Richmond, for it means 
bringing the people from up-county 
into Richmond to trade as the city 
grows.
